Not only is this true of Albany and Decatur 
but of all the little cities to the north and south, 
east and west of the Morgan county capital. Ath­ 
ens is enjoying a similar prosperity as the farm­ 
ers of Limestone gather to market the nationally 
known product of the south. 
Hartselle, to the 
south, is in the midst of one of the finest trades 
seasons that has been known for years. Court- 
land, about twenty miles west on the Decatur- 
Tuscumbia highway is likewise in one 
of the 
-busiest times of the year fo¿ the little city has 
always been one of the most prominent in the 
territory during the harvest months. Somerville 
in the eastern section of the county, while not as 
prominent in the affairs of the county on account 
of the population figures, is still in the forefront 
as a buying and selling center and counted among 
the county’s most valuable assets. 
The pendulum of Prosperity is again swinging

of plentitude. 
The year is at the harvest and 
Morgan county is among the leaders in the pro­ 
duction agriculturally over the state.

SWIFT AND SURE PUNISHMENT STANDS 
.AS THE GREATEST DTERRENT TO CRIME 
According to statisticians who specialize on 
crime, a resident of the United States has seven­ 
teen times a greater chance of being murdered 
than a resident of England or Wales, and six times 
greater than the hazard to which a Canadian is 
exposed. The swiftness, and inevitability of the 
English law are held the prime causes for ajrmch 
lower homicide record than this country makes. 
In Canada in 1919 there were thirteen murders 
to the miHion population. In Great Britain there 
were nine to the million. In Chicago there wer^ 
110 to the million. 
, 
The swiftness and sureness of punishment in 
England is the cause of the low murder record. 
Some time ago a London newspaper, commenting 
upon British justice, alluded to a period when 
there were twelve murders in the first degree— 
and there followed, very soon, twelve hangings. 
Not one of the murderers escaped the penalty. 
R. T. Bye, one of the recognized authorities on 
cnni-- tatistics, is quoted to effect that in 1917, 
out of 7,0(10 homicides in the United States, only 
85 were exeeuted as guilty of murder. The Met­ 
ropolitan Life Insurance company, had specialists 
conduct a study of 146 homicides. It was inter­ 
ested in the subject because it paid $724,000 on 
homicide death claims. 
Out of 146 'homicides, 
which included 114 manslaughter or murder cases 
there was only one execution. According to the 
figures of Mr. Bye, only one man in 80 who com­ 
mits a murdér ever suffers death for it, and Bye 
holds that the inevitability of punishment, as ex­ 
emplified by the British custom, is one of the 
greatest deterrents. In this country pressure is 
brought to bear and pardons and commutations 
are the rule rather than the exception. In Great 
Britain, if a murderer is sentenced to be hanged, 
the chances are that hanged he will be, and crimi­ 
nals know’ th a t; men of violent temper know that. 
It makes many a man pause at the thought of 
committing a crime. 
The abolition of capital punishment, for which 
many welbmeaning and sincere persons are work­ 
ing, has been tried in Europe as well as in sonm 
states of the Union. There are eight states now 
where there is no capital punishment. 
Franc? 
abolished the death penalty in 1906, but murder 
is said to have increased 68 per cent. This figure 
is that of the Massachusetts Civic Alliance. Three 
years o t a saturnalia of crime caused France to 
restore the guillotine in 1909, and the figures'im- 
mediately took swift recession to the average they 
were before the experiment. In 1874 Switzrland 
abolishd capital punishment, but in 1879 the law 
was changed so the various cantons could control 
the matter and ten cantons restored the death 
penalty. Holland, Italy and Norway are without 
the death penalty. Capital punishment was abol­ 
ished in eight states of Germany from 1849 to 
1869, but the imperial criminal decree of 1872 re­ 
stored it. 
/ 
It would be interesting indeed if the homicide 
record of Alabama for ten years/could be studied 
and analyzed.

have been all too common, and it is general knowl­ 
edge that very few of those convicted of murder 
ever pay the the penalty on the gallows. Know­ 
ing, then, that our law and criminal procedure ap­ 
parently were designed to give the accused every 
benefit of the doubt, and that juries are notori­ 
ously reluctant to impose the highest penalty, 
those who are criminally minded do not greatly 
fear the consequences. They feel that they have 
a vastly better chance to escape serious punish- 
mnt than the state has to convict them. And in 
that state of mind lies the secret of our appalling 
record of crime—not only in Alabama but in oth­ 
er states. 
Certainly the present method of dealing with 
homicides has not proven a serious deterrent.—

FIRST EGG LAYING 


Auburn Prepares For 
Unique Event Of 
November 1 ^ 


ÁUrtUUN, Ala., 0(!t. 1—Special— 
One month before the opening of the 
first national egg laying contest here, 
which will begin November 1, the 
building, fences and other equipment 
are practically eoinplc.e. 
Forty-eight 
poultry house:-, and on9 big headquar­ 
ters 
house 
have been constructed 
sirffce early summer, and fences around 
‘hem, providing running space fox 
each pen of hens, are now being «'Con­ 
structed. 
They will be finished with- 
:n a 
few days. 
The houses were 
n.»It of concrete. 


While preparations have been in 
progress poultry producers through­ 
out Alabama, and also in nine other 
states, have entered hens in the con­ 
test, according to John 
E. Ivey, 
head of the poultry department hej *. 
Forty-six entries have been made by 
Alabama poultrymen and 23 by poul- 
f-ymen in other states as for away 
as 
Washington. 
Other 
states re­ 
presented in outside entries are Vir- 
?inia, 
Missippi, Florida, Michigan, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky and Washington. 
An entry consists of ^10 purebred 
Dullets of the same variety. Each of 
the 48 houses is divided into two sec­ 
tions and each section is large enough 
for one pen. Consequently, space is 
provided for 96 pens of 10 hens each, 
or a total of 900 hens. The individual 
houses are 12x14 feet and individual 
pens are 6x14 or one-half of 
each 
house. The ward for each pen is 20x50 
feat. 
The object of this contest as ex­ 
plained by Mr. Ivey are to stimulate a 
greater interest in poultry production 
and to impress on the minds of the 
people the value of proper housing, 
feeding, breeding and management of 
poultry. It will be the first egg lay­ 
ing contest south of the Ohio river and
